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Chantry Flats Rd. is neighbors’ nemesis 


The Sierra Madre City 
Council answered area resi¬ 
dents’ pleas for abating a 
noise and traffic problem in 
the area of Santa Anita Blvd. 
and Santa Anita Canyon 
Road leading to Chantry 
Flats Rd. and received ap¬ 
plause for their effort. 

They went on record as 
vowing to cooperate with 
law enforcement agencies to' 
rectify those problems repre¬ 
sented verbally by Ralph E. 


Brushaber. Brushaber had 
sent to the council a two- 
page letter outlining problems 
in Chantry Flats of “traffic, 
noise, drugs and alcohoi, 
rowdyism, litter,” the pos¬ 
sibility of fire within the 
area. He closed his letter by 
“respectfully, but strongly, 
urging that Santa Anita Can¬ 
yon Road be closed from 
sundown to 6 a.m.” 

The council discussed each 
of the points of his letter — 


the accidents and unnecessary 
traffic during the nighttime 
hours, the noise associated 
with the traffic and parties 
held there. Brushaber also 
mentioned the drugs and alco¬ 
hol resulting, the rowdyism, 
and the litter the residents 
clean up each Monday morn¬ 
ing following the weekend 
parties in the mountain road 
area. They also pointed out 
their concern about the pos¬ 
sibility of fire in the area 


caused by the party-goers. 

The problem has already 
been met by the police and 
fire officials from Arcadia, 
Mcmrovia, Sierra Madre, and 
representatives from Forest 
service who met July 20 and 
determined to restrict the 
parking areas by use of large 
boulders therefore cutting 
down on large parties. They 
also decided to place a gate 
on the lower parking lot at 
Chantry to be closed at night. 


and install light on the up¬ 
per lot. 

The question that remains 
now is how quickly the of¬ 
ficials will act to ease the 
Chantry Flats problem. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai 
Showed his disappointment 
when his peers shot down a 
second request for imple¬ 
mentation of a Parking 
Commission. Councilman 
Charles Corp, Carlyle Grif- 
fina and Mayor Pro Tern 


Tom Edwards all voted “no” 
while Councilwoman Lisa 
Fowler and the Mayor voted 
"yes.” 

Corp said, “I object to the 
commission working with the 
chief of police.” 

Griffin cautioned that the 
commission would have juris¬ 
diction only over the park¬ 
ing lots in town. “The com¬ 
mission would serve no great 
purpose as I can see it.” 

Chamber of Commerce 


David May did not agree. 
He said the chamber would 
be open to the commission. 
Addressing Corp, he said, 
“1 think, Charlie, you’re 
rejecting this thing out of 
hand. Talk to the merchants. 
We’ve got all kinds of ideas.” 

Tempers flared for a mo¬ 
ment when Edwards asked 
why the chamber had not 
submitted some of those ideas 
to the council and May coun¬ 
tered that they have. 


The Mayor believed the 
commission could be made 
up of “residents, owners and 
the busineu community.” He 
continued, “I think the ordi¬ 
nance is important to solve 
the problems of downtown 
generally, when the old City 
Hall is rented and we have 
not satisfied everyone con¬ 
cerning parking on city 
streets.” 

However, he lost his fight 
for the second time.

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Garbage is energy 

Plans are underway for 43 pianta that 
will burn garbage and turn It into energy 
In California. 

If all get built, according to the Califor¬ 
nia Waste Management Board, two things 
will happen: 

• They will burn more than 10 million 
tons of garbage each year, 30% of 
what Californians throw away an¬ 
nually. 

e The will generate enough electricity 
to power almost 900,000 California 
households—or a city the size of 
San Francisco, San Diego and San 
Jose combined. 

California has a landfill problem, reports 
John Hagerty, the board’s executive officer. 
"We dump 35 million tons of garbage a year. 
And, within three years we will lose half of 
our annual landfill capacity.” 

In a special report to the legislature 
the board has concluded that four major 
problems still face waste-to-energy plants 
throughout the state: 

e Financing — the plants are expensive. 

• Air pollution control — plant emis¬ 
sions must be clean. 

• Ash residue management — the 
ashes that remain after burning 
must still be taken away and dumped. 

• Citizen opposition — few would 
like to have a garbage-to-energy 
plant near where they live. 


Bicycle riders must 
remember traffic rules 

Several incidents of bicycle/pedestrlan 
accidents have been reported recently, so 
It seems time to review bicycle/pedestrian 
rules. 

Bicycles are supposed to observe the 
same vehicle code regulations as are In 
force for automobiles. They are to be opera¬ 
ted only where there are bicycle lanes, or 
on the street as near as possible to the right 
hand curb. Bicycle riders must signal for 
left hand turns and must stop at all specific 
signs. 

They are prohibited from all sidewalks 
In the central business district which In¬ 
cludes: 

, West of Sierra Madre Blv(|. and Lima 

— East past Howie’s on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

— North on Baldwin above Bethany 
Church 

— South of Baldwin past the Post Of¬ 
fice 

Anyone riding his or her bike on the 
sidewalk In those areas will be cited into 
Court. If these persons are juveniles, their 
parents will be contacted and If there Is a 
pedestrian injury, the parents are liable. 

Bicycle riders should also be aware of 
the following: 

— It’s difficult to bo seen from vehicles. 

— Use caution when riding In traffic. 

— Beware of cars making right hand 
turns. 

— Also be careful of being cut off by 
autos, and beware of opening car 
doors. 

— Bo careful of autos driving out of 
driveways. 

— Have bike lights on at night and wear 
light clothing.

“There seems to be a question on the history of 
the units. There are three separate gas meters. It may 
be that someone slipped up,” Winter said. However, 
one of the neighbors countered that until three years 
ago, all units were on one telephone line. 

Wesley asked, “Would the applicant have the 
right to reconstruct the burned areas without coming 
back to the Planning Commission?” Tyree answered, 
“This is an R-2 zone and he has to meet the R-2 code. 
The variance is to build a new unit.” 

After that exchange, commissioners denied the 
variances subject to the 14-day appeal period, 
against staff recommendation. 

More neighborhood dissension was produced by 
the request by Jimmie Wareham and Robert Garrova 
to grant a continuance of the public hearing con¬ 
cerning “improvements” to the rear structure at 336 
and 336‘/i Sycamore Place. The commissioners de¬ 
nied continuance but not before they had investigated 
totally the history of the^roperty, beginning with 
its purchase in 1970 by Wareham. 

The question posing numerous answers was 
whether 336'/2 is a guest house or a second dwelling. 
Commissioners decided it should be retained as a guest 
house and ordered the existing kitchen, recently re¬ 
furbished before a building permit was granted, to 
be removed. 

According to the report composed by City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea, “City records indicate that 
two addresses have existed at the location for many 
years but give no indication that the site is an R-2 
use ... a letter from the owner indicates that the site 
has been rented since its purchase in 1970.” 

McRea’s report recommended that the site be 
determined to be a non-conforming use and that the 
site be restored to an R-1 use with the structure 
as a guest house and not rented. “It is further recom¬ 
mended that a two-car carport be required to be con¬ 
structed within the buildable area or an application 
for the necessary variances filed,” the report con¬ 
tinued. The commissioners agreed and gave the 
owners a one-year notice to that effect. 


McRea also told Planning Commission members 
that history of the structure shows no permits, no 
water or sewer stubs, no indication of rental pro¬ 
perty. Apparently, 336‘/j has never been billed for ser¬ 
vices. 

Daughter of the owner told the commissioners 
the guest house was “darling” and said she and her 
husband had lived in it. She announced that if her 
mother owed the city for back water bills, she was 
sure her mother would pay the city. She insisted 
that her mother, Jimmie Wareham, was trying to 
improve the property. “We’re not trying to pull the 
wool over everyone’s eyes.” 

However, McRea said, construction was con¬ 
tinued after the building was “red tagged.” He also 
stated, “There are two structures. (Work was con¬ 
tinued), clearly done outside the city and against 
code. They must remove the kitchen and not rent it 
(the guest house).” 

Construction of additional parking at Maranatha 
High School was turned down by the Parking Com¬ 
mission. 

Paul Hagen’s property at 832 Woodland was 
declared a site nuisance based on four items needing 
to be corrected: slope failure; underpinnings and foun¬ 
dations of the dwelling itself; lift and the access bridge. 

Wesley formed the motion and added, “If we 
don’t (take this abatement action) and the building 
collapses, we’d feel terrible.” 

Stan Hutchinson was the only commissioner to 
vote against the other commissioners on this motion. 

Hagen has 30 days to abate the nuisance caused 
by heavy rains early this spring when a large section 
of earth and stones shoring up one of the rooms 
of his home tumbled downward, burying part of the 
home below owned by Mr. Shaffer. 

Hagen has the right to abate his problem by 
renovation, rehabilitation and stabilization, as noted 
in the hearing dated June 10. 

Bethany Church will rent quarters from Sierra 
Madre Congregational Church for part of its 
Christian Day School to be used as classrooms for 
about 25 students in grades 6 through 8.
